WASHINGTON. Aug. 29.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt gave aprpoval to­ 
day to the Frazier-Lemke 
farm 
mortgage moratorium bill and the 
I railroad pension act. both designed 
to replace new deal legislation pre­ 
viously 
killed 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
The Frazier-Lemke law, rushed 
through congress 
In 
its closing 
days, permits farmers to go into 
court and obtain moratoriums of 
aa much as thre.e vears on their 
mortgages. 
The pension act sets up a new 
rail pension system, hut provides 
no finances for it. 
Another bill on 
the Presidents’ desk 
would levy 
taxes of 3} percent ea< h on rail 
payrolls and employes’ Incomes to 
pay the pensions. 
The President was said by his 
assistants to have 
worked until 
well after 
midnight 
again 
last 
night on the mass of 
legislation 
still awaiting action. 
He arranged to sign the Guffey 
bill for NRA standards, in the bi­ 
tuminous industry tomorrow. 
Approval of the wealth tax bill 
ulso was certain, although it has 
not completed the rounds of depart­ 
mental inspection.

Coroner Rules Heart Attack 


In Harry Reed Death

MIDLAND, Pa.. Aug. 29.—County

Beaver Falls today ruled a heart 
attack as responsible for the death 
of 
Harry Reed, 51, Midland mill 
worker, whose body

from the Ohio river near Cook's 
Ferry early Wednesday morning. 
The body was discovered by Paul 
Morrow, ferryman at Cook's Ferry, 
who brought It to shore and noti­ 
fied police. He was last seen Tues­ 
day afternoon, and had been dead 
about 
six 
or 
eight hours when 
found. 
The body was removed to 
the Dennis mortuary in Midland. 
Mr. Reed 
was 
employed as a 
craneman for the Pittsburgh Cruci­ 
ble Steel Co. 
He leaves his widow. 
Mrs. Myrtle Lockhart Reed; three 
sons. Norman. Robert and Claude. 
of Midland; two brothers. Ford and 
Thomas Reed of Honkstown; 
six 
sisters, Mrs. Ethel Brenneman of 
East Liverpool, Mrs Minnie Boyd 
and Mrs. Bessie Reed of Cleveland.

through the teeth and the absence 
of the right Index and middle fin 
cera. A preliminary examination of 
the remains disclosed three bul­ 
lets in the body. 
Agents threw a striped orange 
and white sack over the remains aa 
a shroud 
and. after reporting to 
their chief, J. Edgar Hoover of the 
bureau of Investigation In Washing­ 
ton. notified Coroner F. M. Groner 
of Kendall county. 
Inquest Ordered 
He ordered the body removed to 
an undertaking establishment and 
called the inquest for today. 
Hamilton, who would have been 
35 years of age. fared slightly bet­

Agents Act On Tip 
Acting on a tip, Daniel H. Ladd, 
chief of the federal agents In Chi­ 
cago, ordered

here Tuesday. Telling local auth- 
orities only that they were looking 
for a body. 
the. 
agents 
dug 
in 
numerous places near the gravel 
pit for two days before they were 
successful. 
The grave was 
near 
a 
picket 
fence, skirting a gravel pit on the 
property of Mrs. Augusta Shoger, 
about lim yards off a highway lead­ 
ing to Aurora. 
The body had been clothed and 
lay on its aide. A gray felt hat with 
a black band had been buried with 
it The remains of a blue serge 
suit, a rusty horseshoe and the top 
of a can which apparently had con­ 
tained lye, were found in the crude 
grave. 
Hamilton, a native 
of Canada, 
had a reputation aa a cold-blooded 
machine gunner. Hamilton started 
his bloody career of notoriety af­ 
ter serving two years of a 25 year 
sentence for automobile banditry at 
the Indiana state prison in Michi­ 
gan City, when he and nine others 
were delivered in a spectacular es- 
cape, believed 
to have been en­ 
gineered by Dillinger In September, 
1933. 
Accused of Slayings 
This group formed the nucleus 
of the Dillinger gang. Hamilton wa* 
accused of murder soon after when 
three men stormed the jail at Lima, 
O., to effect the release of Dil­ 
linger. Sheriff Jess Barber waa the 
victim. 
He also was accused of the slay­ 
ing of Police Sergt. William T. 
Shanley in Chicago and Patrolman 
William P. O'Malley In the robbery 
of an East Chicago, Ind., bank a 
short time later. 
Other members of the Dillinger 
mob. whose careers were ended by 
the authorities were Jack Klntas in 
Chicago, Herbert Youngblood, Ne­ 
gro. In Port Huron, Mick.; Eugene 
Green and Homer Van Meter, In 
St. Paul; Tommy Carroll In Water­ 
loo, la.;

The cabinet gave asuram-e that 
British imperial rights would not 
be tout tied by the Italian program, 
but political circles found of great 
importance a paragraph In a com­ 
munique which disclosed that Italy 
had already decided upon the mili­ 
tary measures it

case of sanctions. 
‘in any event.” said the commu­ 
nique, “ the Fascist government ful­ 
fills Its precise duty 
by 
making 
known to the Italian people that 
the problem of sanctions has been 
examined by the highest military 
authorities of the regime under all 
aspects and that as regards even­ 
tual sanctions of a warlike nature, 
decisions and measures necessary 
to fate them

The cabinet said a more extensive 
memorandum will be submitted to 
the League council, 
France Hopes to Prevent

today despaired of preventing con­ 
flict between Italy and Ethiopia and 
hoped merely to lessen the violence 
and confine It to Africa.

Laval started the final week of

Success, 
French officials agree, means only 
peace In Europe. 
The premier had a double suc­ 
cess yesterday. His advisers said 
that Italian officials had promised 
to eliminate some of the contra, 
versal a* peeta

Geneva and British officials sent 
assurance 
they 
would 
proceed 
carefully and hear ll Duce's ex­ 
planation. 
The assurance 
of 
the 
Italian 
cabinet's communique that Great 
Britain bad nothing to fear from 
Italy’a Ethiopian policy was seen 
as a further Influence 
to 
soothe 
British opinion and make levels 
mediation easier. 
Laval's insistence upon a free 
hand at Geneva was made to allow 
him to oppose any suggestion of 
sanctions or threats of force. Offi­ 
cials explained that France must 
subordinate 
her 
sympathies

Ethiopia's plight to her own con­ 
cern for an endangered Europe. 
The French made it clear they 
approved the British stand In prin­ 
ciple, but they believed the Italian 
position must be considered and 
compromises found. 
Officials ex­ 
plained that the "German menace” 
waa spurring the premier to ex- 
tend effort* to maintain the three- 
power front of France, Britain and 
Italy. 
The League may be weakened, 
they concede, 
but if the three. 
power front survives, the League 
will have achieved much in peace 
enforcement.

— Quean Astrid of the Belgians was 
killed today when an automobile 
driven by her huihand, King Leo­ 
pold went off th* road.

cause of the accident. 
The young royal couple—she wa* 
29 years old, he 33—were driving 
speedily down the pleasant Lake­ 
side road near Kustmacbt under a 
bright sun. 
Behind them, in the 
rear scat, roue their chauffeur. 
The apeeq of the car wa* esti­ 
mated at between 60 aud 65 miles 
an 
hour 
on 
the 
comparatively 
straight and broad road. 
In another 
car,

rode a gentleman-and lady-in-wait­ 
ing with a chauffeur. They said 
later they thought they saw the 
king turn his head to look at the

Lake “ Vier 
Waldstattar See” near Kussnacht, 
nine miles east of Lucerne, 
Both Thrown Out 
The royal car swerved off tha 
mad and on to rough ground. Both 
the king and queen were thrown 
out 
The queens head struck a 
tree and her skull was fractured. 
Th# car swerved on out Into the 
shallow water of 
the lake from 
which it later was withdrawn. 
The quern lay motionless. 
Th* 
king, his face smeared with blood, 
picked himself up from th* ground, 
He went to bis wife's aide, gather­

barely moved.

The chauffeur, originally report­ 
ed aa only slightly hurt in the 
crash, was later found to be In a 
serious condition and physicians 
said they feared he might die. 
Kussnacht Is a popular resort, 
which stand* at the bead of a small 
bay of the I* k e “ Vier Waldstatter 
See.” near the spot where the leg­ 
endary William Tell waa reputed 
to have shot the tyrant Gassier. 
At the villa, the reception room 
was cleared and the queen'* body, 
In Its casket, was placed on black- 
draped trestles, Candles were ar­ 
ranged and the members of 
the 
household took up the death watch. 
King Ordered to Bed 
The king, suffering not only emo­ 
tional shock but cute and bruise*, 
waa ordered by Dr. 8telnegger, the 
physician who had rendered him 
first ald, to go to bed. 
A further investigation at the 
•cene of the accident showed that 
a large stone at the roadside may 
have been the cause. When the king 
looked up at the scenery, the car 
turned to the edge of the road, 
striking the stone.

Business hopes, for the most part, that the 
legislators will be too busy planning their 
HSA campaigns for reelection to give much 
thought to legislation during this vacation 
period. 


Congress passed many measures which 
are good, some that ara still subject to de­ 
bate and som e likely to fall In their Su­ 
preme Court test.

Olsen for the 
third time hut Its influence is confined to 
its o u i state where 425.000 Farmer-Labor 
votes are a dominating influence. 


A labor party In Ohio would be nothing 
more than a minority wafting (ta Influence 
in an empty 
expression 
of policies. 
So 
long, however, as the labor vote remains 
free and unpledged It Is an important fac­ 
tor in politics and politicians keep an ear 
cocked to hear what it has to say. 
The 
vote of labor may easily become the decid­ 
ing factor in a general election between 
the two major parties and Its leaders are 
too smart to give up this power for the 
empty satisfaction of following a hopeless 
chase after policies they know they cannot 
catch.

2. To the fact that the Easter 
season, a period of receiving large 
numbers of new members by the 
churches, this year came after the 
close of the church year on March 
31. 1935.

Placing by the churches of 
70,693 members on the Inactive or 
suspended list.

^Mudge pointed out that all Pres- 
yierian statistics relating to mem­ 
bership are based solely upon the 
number of communicants remain­ 
ing in good standing. He said the 
constituency of the church is esti­ 
mated at 5,000,000.

to the stated clerk 
He added that

WARNS WINE MAKERS 


U. S. Must Know of Manu­ 


facture, Beltz Announces 


Manufacture of wine for home 
consumption is illegal unless noti­ 
fication is filed with the federal 
government at least five days be­ 
fore such manufacture is started, 
Fred W. Beltz of Cleveland, super­ 
visor of the Michigan-Ohio district 
of 
the Alcohol 
Tax Unit of the 
United State Treasury department 
warned today. 
Beltz pointed out that while It 
is possible for the head of a family 
to manufacture up to 200 gallons 
of wine a fear for the use of him­ 
self and family, he is required to 
first notify the tax unit of his In­ 
tentions. 
"Under federal statutes," Beltz 
said, "any wine produced without 
sanction of the federal authorities, 
who are charged with the enforce­ 
ment of the United States internal 
revenue laws, Is Illegally produced 
and is subject to seizure.” 
Wine, which is made tor home 
consumption, cannot be sold, nor 
u ed at any place other than the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—With 
the major "new deal" legislative 
proposals far enough along in con­ 
gress tor talk of adjournment to be 
taken seriously, the inner circle of 
advisers to the White House in the 
working out of the administration's 
program is interesting. 
Perhaps the question asked most 
frequently among Washington poli­ 
ticians is "What man Is closest to 
President Roosevelt?" The answer 
has varied many times during the 
past three years. 
Insiders, however, are pretty gen­ 
erally agreed at the present that 
Mr. Roosevelt's closest adviser on 
problems of broad policy is the 
handsome, bespectacled Prof. Fe­ 
lix Frankfurter, Harvard law pro­ 
fessor.

COLUMBUS— An attempt to se­ 
cure $400,000 in WPA funds to seal 
abandoned mines throughout 
the 
state is being made by the state 
health department. 
At the same time. Dr. W alter 
Hartung. stale health director, re­ 
vealed 
his 
department will seek 
legislation 
to 
compel owners to 
seal mines following their abandon­ 
ment. 
The department's efforts to 
se­ 
cure the funds were spurred by a 
plea of the Crooksville-Roseville 
Fish and Game association which 
pointed out stream s in southeast­ 
ern Ohio were badly polluted and 
provided an undesirable habitat for 
fish. 


H artung assured the association I 
i that work will 
start 
on 
sealing 
m ines if the necessary money can 
I be obtained for the projects. 
It was estimated 
that 
approxi­ 
m ately 25,000 mine 
open in ga for 
w ater existed in Ohio. 
In recent 
years, the department has succeed­ 
ed in sealing 
but 
5,000, lack of 
funds hampering work. 
“ Fishing stream s 
in 
southern 
Ohio are in a deplorable condition 
because of 
pollution by w ater in 
mines,*’ Hartung said. 
“W e hope to obtain enough fund* 
to prevent air from entering into 
abandoned mines and turning the 
acidity of the w aters stored there 
into an alkaline condition.** 
Originally the departm ent appeal­ 
ed to WPA authorities in W ashing­ 
ton for $200,000 to carry out the 
work. 
However, a survey of aban­ 
doned mines In Ohio caused Her- 
tung to ask for an additional sum.

It is a very serious ail­ 
m ent but need not be fatal.

the “thym us gland". 
The thym us is a glandular struc­ 
tu re located Just below the thyroid 
gland in the neck, in the region we 
call th e “A dam 's Apple". 
It is a 
d elicate 
stru c tu re 
and 
usualy 
w eighs 
less 
than 
an 
ounce, 
al­ 
though at b irth 
the gland 
may 
weigh as m uch as two ounces. Dur­ 
ing th e first five years of life it 
progressively dim inishes in 
size. 
In fact it m ay shrink rapidly and 
entirely disappear before puberty. 
T he exact function of this gland 
is not known. 
Extensive studies 
are being conducted in an effort to 
solve

puxzling

world isn't disturbed? 
In the first place, this country 
is susceptible to quick reaction in 
racial or religious matters. Its or­ 
ganized

keen to resent discrimination or 
anything that smacks of the raw 
deal. 
Based on accumulated evi­ 
dence. which ha* been widely pub­ 
licized. many Americans feel that

The 
general theory is 
that.

They 
operate under the Olympic Code 
as prescribed by the International 
Olympic 
organization, not under 
any 
local 
rules. 
Germany, 
in 
other words, furnishes the site and 
not the influence under which the 
Games are held. Rome and Tokyo 
are rival 
bidders 
for the 194b 
Games, tho sw ard of which will 
have nothing to do with the inter­ 
national politics or policies of It­ 
aly or Japan. 
U. S. Reacts Quickly 
W hat s the answer, then, so far 
as the United States Is concerned? 
Why has there been so much agi­ 
tation in this country, involving 
Catholics aa well aa Jewiah oppo­ 
sition to sending an 
American 
team to Berlin, if the rear of the 
world Isn’t disturbed? 
In the first place, this country 
is susceptible to quick reaction In 
j racial or religious matters. Its or- 
san (zed 
groups, 
everywhere, 
are 
keen to resent discrimination or 
anything that smacks of the raw 
deal. 
Based on accumulated evi­ 
dence. which has b**en widely pub­ 
licized. many Americans feel that 
German Jews, as well es German 
Catholics, 
have .not had 
a 
fair 
chance to qualify for their Olym­ 
pic teams. 
These critics are not swayed by 
any argum ent that the cases 
of 
such discrimination are few or far 
between. 
They stand on the prin­ 
ciple of fair play. They have been 
emphasizing it. in resolutions.

Congress and in athletic councils. 
They insist Germany has violated 
the Olympic Code. 
The most recent instance cited 
is that of a German 
girl 
high- 
jumper, of Jewish extraction. 
Al­ 
though she had an excellent rec­ 
ord, one of the hest in Germany,

since she was not and could not 
be a m ember of the German or 
Nazi "light athletic 
association,” 
which corresponds to this coun­ 
try's Amateur Athletic Union 
Up to Olympic Committee 
There is also the rase of Frau­ 
lein Helene Mayer, generally rated 
the world's hest 
woman 
fencer. 
She won the 1932 Olympic title at 
1.0* Angeles 
She is of part-Jew- 
ish ancestry. 
Unwilling to return 
to Germany under present condi­ 
tions. she 
has 
been 
attending 
school in California. She has no 
intention of going back to her na­ 
tive land to try for the Olympic 
team again. There has been some 
Intimation she would be welcom­ 
ed but that, say the anti-Nazis, is 
just propaganda. 
It all boils down, finally, to this 
question:
